Within the next few weeks Congress must 
decide whether to continue the foreign aid 
program. The White House and the bureau- 
crats on the payroll of the State Department 
want it continued indefinitely.

The enormous cost to American taxpayers 
of aliens in our jails, mental hospitals, and 
on relief, has been brought to the attention 
of the public by the decision of Judge Henry 
Silverman of New York (see California vs. 
Samuel Renel) that the guarantees that 
shall not become. public. charges 





and as @uch are not collectible. The form 
of the gharantee was drawn by. our Federal 
State Department. California contended that 
it constituted a legal binding contract. The 
decision frees sponsors of nearly 6,000,000 
‘refugees” from their obligation to meet 
the cost of care of “refugees” who may 
become public charges. 

So much is at stake (report has it, $750, 
600 a year in California for care of refugees 
in mental hospitals alone) that appeal will 
probably be taken from Judge Silverman’s 
far-reaching decision. With unprecedented 
taxes onall political levels failing to meet 
public quirements, resulting in Federal 
debt limit being increased and states, count- 
ies, cities and districts forced to issue inter- 
est-bearing bonds,’ voters have become in- 
creasingly sensitive to avoidable expend- 
itures.

Dr. Earle LeBaron, assistant professor of 
history, political science, and philosophy at 


East Carolina College, Greenville, N.C., 
declared today that he was dismissed from 
the faculty by President John Messick for 
“opposing communism and race mixing.” 
Dr. LeBaron further declared: “Ohio 
State University, New York University, 
Dickinson College and other American edu- 
cational institutions dismissed faculty mem- 
bers for being communists or fellow-travel- 


ers. It remains the unique distinction of East 


Carolina College to dismiss a faculty mem- 
ber for Eee ig communism and race-mix- 
ing, and for defending free enterprise and 
the American and Southern way oa life. 
This is astonishingly s ge in a So ern 
state educational letliegtiee = ‘ om 

The college professor then layed two 
letters from President John Messick of East 
Carolina College. The first, dated January 
16, 1958, read: “Dear Dr. LeBaron: We are 
very happy that we were able to secure 
you for a position here this year, 
and inasmuch a$ your work has been highly 
satisfactory, we should like to have you 
return next year. Please give me your 
answer by February 15. Sincerely yours, 
(signed) J. D. Messick, President,” 

“That was before I started my television 
program on Station WNCT called ‘History 
Behind the News,’” Dr. LeBaron stated. 
“On this program I traced the history of the 


top mews event of the week. This’ often’ 


dealt with communist aggression and con- 
spiracy here and abroad. The chief news 
topic of the week also often concerned race- 
mixing ia our schools or the Supreme Court 
decisions on integration. I openly opposed 
communism and race-mixing on my tele- 
vision program and in the classroom. After 
being suppressed on television and censured 
by the President and the Dean for my. posi- 
tion on these questions, I received the fol- 
lowing letter from President Messick on 
March 18, 1959: ‘Dear Dr. LeBaron: It 
seems advisable to terminate your contract 
with East Carolina College at the close of 
the college year, May 25, 1959.’ ‘This was 
also signed by President Messick. Ne reason 
for his action was given.” 

Dr. LeBaron further stated: “After Presi- 
dent Messick learned that I intended to 
make my dismissal public and to make a 
speaking tour of the state warning the 
taxpayers about radicalism and race-mixing 
propaganda in our state educational insti- 
tutions, Dr. Messick sent for me and offered 
to withdraw his letter of dismissal. He said 
that he would withdraw the letter of dis- 
missal and allow me to resign, then help 
me obtain another teaching position else- 
where. Dean Jenkins previously made the 
same offer. | replied to both: I have done

“Dr. Messick then read a letter from my 
department head, Dr. Paul Murray, in 
which the latter stated that because of 
friction between myself and other members 
of. the social studies department on the 
question of communism and race-mixing, 
he (Dr. Murray) felt certain that the social 
studies department would not function har- 
moniously or effectively with me a member. 
Now I have here before me another letter 
from this same Dr. Murray to Dean Jenkins 
concerning my clash with this other member 
of the department and as you can see, Dr. 
Murray reaches a very different conclusion. 
He must have heard his master’s voice and 
written the other letter. But of course the 
‘smear your opponent when you can’t refute 
his FACTS’ is an old method with com- 
munists, radicals, and race-mixers, ” Dr. 
LeBaron ended up with. 

A committee appointed by the Defenders 
of States’ Rights and headed by Colonel 
Henry E. Royall, U.S.A., (ret..) sent a 
strong protest to the Board of Trustees of 
East Carolina College, and demanded an 
investigation of the dismissal of Dr. LeBaron 


without cause. The letter of Colonel Royall 


stated in part: “Since the only known crit- 
icism of Dr. LeBaron was for his_ public 
forthright stand against communism and 
race-mixing, one can only infer that he was 
fired for that reason and none other.” 

The committee letter of protest went on 
to state: “His (Dr. LeBaron’s) stand is 
public and forthright, which makes him a 
conspicuous target. Unless people of like 

d are willing to expose themselves to the 
Un-American fires, all the big and little 
guns will be concentrated on individuals 


like Dr. LeBaron who will be destroyed one 


by one.” 

The Committee report also criticized the 
American Association of University Profes- 
sors for its failure to defend Dr. LeBaron. 
“In a case like that of Dr. LeBaron, where 
is the American Association of Universi 
Professors, (AAUP) that outspoken se 
styled guardian of academic freedom? This 
professional organization of college and 
university teachers and research scholars 

. . . unanimously adopted resolutions 
onneiiting Fisk University, a coeducational 
Negro institution at Nashville, Tennessee, 
and New York University for violating 
‘academic freedom and the rights of due 
process’ in dismissing two professors charged 
with being members of the Communist Party 
and numerous communist-front organiza- 
tions. Both men were tried before Federal 
courts, and one served a prison term for 
contempt of Congress. If for taking a forth- 
right stand for our priceless heritage a 
lene individual like Dr. LeBaron is allowed 
to be oppressed with impunity while mortal 
enemies to our way of life are tolerated with 
complacence, then those responsible cannot 
escape blame for that development into 
tyrannical usage which the London Times 
said in 1845: ‘Generations of wise and good 
men many hereafter perceive and lament 
and resist in vain.’ ” This report was 
signed by Colonel Henry E. Royall,U.S.A., 
(Ret) as Chairman of the Defenders of 
States’ Rights Committee to investigate the 
dismissal of Dr. Earle LeBaron without 
cause. 

Dr. LeBaron is making a speaking tour 
of North Carolina and Virginia, talking 
before eivic clubs, states’ rights and other 


patriotic organizations. The subject of hig 
lecture is “Communist and Race- 1 inte 
Propaganda In Our State Educational 
tutions.” -“% am not doing this for_profit,” 
Dr LeBaron declared. “I ask only my — 
and en expenses. To me this 
a patriotic service to alert the people of 
North Carolina and other Southern states 
to the dangers of communist and race- 
mixing influences in our educational insti- 
tutions.”
